The Adonis of Egypt 
5 ,100 years ago 
is again among non 
Not as bo wu « 
when women bowed before him and his 
every gestu re wh-i looked u pon almost 
as if it w ere that of a god, bu t swathed 
in the habiliments of the regu lation 
mu mmy. Centu ries before i in peri a ll "if* 
sar died and tu rned to clay this man 
ru led the dwellers 011 200,000 acres 
with a roil of iron. 
The. women 
adored 
him for his beau ty. 
The men feared 
and resp ected him for his wisdom. 
Near the city of El Kab, which is 
situ ated TO 
m ile s north of the present 
giteof Cairo there lies an ancient ceme­ 
tery so old that even the men to whom 
the papyru s scrolls are as familiar as 
flu - waters of the Nile are u nable to say 
when it was first devoted to the p u r­ 
pose of hou sing the mortal tenement« of 
the old Egyptians. 
The archaeologist 
has long fou nd it a fru itfu l field for re­ 
search. and many a mu mmy that today 
is gazed on in the mu seu ms with rou nd 
eyed wonder was u ndistu rbed here for 
thou sands of years 
It. so happened that a short time ago 
persons prospecting for m vv fields in a 
lu ll in the cemetery described discover 
ed .1 little pit which apparently had 
never been tu ade the su bject of investi 
gation. 
Excavation 
brou ght to light 
the fact that it was not only something 
new, 
bu t 
from 
the 
archiroJogists 
fltaiidpoint one of the most important 
li.inls m a very long time 
The pit wa? 
the entrance to a solid chamber of rock 
containing a nu mber of stone coffins or 
sarcophagi. 
B< -ides tin -e there la\ 
u pon the door 
*t rhe rhamh* r a nu m 
her of statu es. 
Examination of the 
variou s contents showed that one of the 
sarcophagi contained the mu mmy of 
Nou khetta, and the roll of papyru s and 
the inscriptions on 
the sarcophagu s 
both gave the information that these 
were tl.e mortal remains of “ the imsl 
beau tifu l man in Egypt and prohabl) 
the world ’ 
When the wrappings of tier mu mmy 
of th is ancient Yd« mis were u nfolded 
th e re was nothing to indicate that 
th e 
remains were those of a man of any 
beau ty whatsoever The grinning skelo 
ton looked exactly like those of today 
The only odd fact was t hat the shape of 
the sku ll, the hands and the feet were 
while u nmistakably Egyptian, of more 
c la ssic mold than those of most mu m 
mies. 
The formation of the sku ll also 
indicated that its owner when alive pos 
sensed great mental development, thu s 
Ju stifying the pleasant things which 
were said abou t him iu the perfectly 
preserved roll of ancient manu script 
which recited Ins history. 
Some of the arehieologists hero were 
at first inclined to dou bt the accu racy ol 
the claims made regarding this find, 
bu t investigation showed that there was 
no cau se for dou bt whatever. 
It wou ld 
have been impossible to perpetu ate a 
frau d of this sort 
The papyru s roll 
which told the history of Nenkhefta 
set forth that his dominion extended 
over 12 miles of the banks of the Nilu 
His residence was termed Nishwaka 
which is su pposed to mean that tbevil 
lage where he lived bore that title. 
“ Great were his Hocks, oh, ru ler ol 
ru lers,” says the manu script. 
“ None 
was so wise. 
None was so beloved 
The su n smiled on him when ho jou r 
» eyed abroad, and when he looked with 
displeasu re a sorrow as of death came 
u 1 >011 him who had cau sed it. He was to 
his people what the waters of the Nib 
are to Egypt. 
Great is his name. 
No 
man who lives was so beautiful. There 
is none to take his p lace.” 
Perhaps there was a tou ch of oriental 
extravagance in this, bu t among tie 
1 
statu es fou nd on the floor of the chain 
her was one which u nq u estionably was 
intended to represent Nenkhefta. 
This 
was evidence su fficient that the inscrip­ 
tion mu st not have been withou t cau se. 
According to the standard of beau ty 
which existed 111 Egypt 111 those days. 
Nenkhi fta was certainly an Adonis 
While in scu lptu re the ancient Egyptian 
was not eq u al to the geu ms of today lie 
was a man of mu ch skill, and there is 
no reason to dou bt that the statu e is a 
fairly faithfu l representation of “ the 
most beau tifu l man 111 Egyp t.” 
In the tomb of Nenkhefta were also 
the mu mmies of his wife and little 
son. It wou ld appear from the inforu m 
tiou contained in the papyru s that thi* 
old time Egyptian was content with 
one wife, something of a rarity m thu s* 
days. 
He was evidently an exception 
to all ru les, however, and this probably 
accou nts for the presence of the mu m 
mies of his- wife ami son in his tomb. 
It is believed that if he had had more 
than one wife there wou ld be some evi 
denee 111 the form of inscription or oth 
erwise to indicate that this was his fa­ 
vorite wife ami the mother of his sou . 
It is held that this mu st have been his 
only sou from the statement on the pa 
pyru s scroll, “ There is none to take hi» 
place. ” 
Nenkhefta’s wife was named Nylep- 
tha. 
This is the inscription 011 her sar­ 
cophagu s, 
“ Nvleptha, 
the Qu een of 
Nenkhefta, Greatest of Ru lers.” Noth 
ing is said as to whether or u ot she w a s 
beau tifu l, as if is plainly evident that 
the effu lgence of Nenkhefta was su e 
that any womanly charm iu las family 
was practically lost sight o f — Wash

nxercise of climbing, why shou ld rot 
asthma also yield to the trail mg of t:m 
respiration carried ou t by practicing tno 
respiratory movements ii< < m <1 to carry 
the tidal air throu gh the lu ngs? Of all 
means of training respiration I think 
cycling is th * best. When a person lirst 
takes a cycling 
exercise, it will he 
fou nd, especially on going u p hill, that 
the breath is wanting, the h« art beats 
u ncomfortably and the l**gs tire, bu t 
after training these discomforts disap­ 
pear, nothing w ill be thou ght of ascend­ 
ing hills, the heart has become perfectly 
comfortable, all breathlessness has dis­ 
ap p eared and the legs will no long r 
feel any fatigu e. 
“ Cycling exercise, first of all, in­ 
creases the depth of breathing, and that 
withou t 
fatigu e, 
as the respiratory 
movements are au tomatic. At the same 
time it will accu stom the rider instinct­ 
ively to take in at each respiration the 
volu me of air req u ired to aerate the 
blood, 
i t rsons who do not cu re for c\ - 
cling ou t of doors cu n take the same 
kind of exercise a* home by means of a 
dmnniy cycle, consisting of an 
iron 
wheel driven by pedals, the resistance 
of the wheel being so contrived as to 
simu late bicycle riding. A strap carried 
p artly arou nd the rim of the w heel can 
be tight cu ed ::t will by the rider, thu s 
increasing the labor and recalling the 
effort of riding u p hill. 
My experience 
of the re-u lts of this treatment is u nfor­ 
tu nately limited to only one person. In 
this case it has proved eminently su c­ 
cessfu l. This person took to bicycle rid ­ 
ing three years ago for pleasu re and in 
very great moderation for the lirst two 
years.
